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THE PROSPECTS OF REFUNDING THE AMERICAN 
DEBT AT A LOWER RATE OF INTEREST. 
Me Bourwau1, the Secretary to the American Treasury, lately 
made a speech at Philadelphia, very important on various 
grounds, but mainly, we think, for the announcement that the 
American debt will probably be refunded. The Secretary's 
view is that the policy of General Grant’s administration —the 
improved collection of the revenue, the large reduction of the 
debt, and the extinction of the doubts of repudiation—have 
so raised American credit as to make it unnecessary to pay the 
present ae rate of ee The exact words of his an- 
nouncement are :—‘ We are now ing ona rt of 
so this debt 6 per cent. Sideend the eae of the 
i last six or seven months demonstrating the ability and 
pptenaition of the people of this country to pay this debt 
ve rendered it notonly probable, but I consider it certain,

“ terest not exceeding four-and-a-half per cent.—thus saving 
“to the country and to the people who pay the taxes from 
“ eighteen to twenty-five millions a year.” Is it likely that 
these expectations will be confirmed by the event ? 


The magnitude of the proposed operation is very striking. 
According to the last statement issued, for 30th Septem- 
ber, which we abridge below, the capital of the debt, 
not deducting the balances in the Treasury, was at 
that date 2,590,000,000 dollars, equal to about 
540,000,000/—the interest on the larger portion of this debt 
bearing interest, viz., 2,171,000,000 dols, or 452,300,000/, 
being about 125,000,000 dols, or 26,000,000/. Mr Bout- 
well, in fact, proposes to save from a seventh to nearly a fifth of 
thisinterest, or from 3,750,000/ to 5,200,000/ per annum, 
which would be a saving without precedent in the history of 
funding. By the various operations on our own larger debt 
between 1822 and 1844 we saved altogether rather more than 
3,051,000/ per annum, the greatest reduction at one time being 
1,197,000/, and the American operation will clearly be a much 
bigger one if it can be successfully accomplished. In regard 
to the capital operated on the contrast is not so great. Mr 
Boutwell, taking the whole expressions of his speech together, 
has plainly in his mind the 6 per cent. debt—mainly the 
5-20’s, which, as will be noticed from the subjoined state- 
ment, will soon be mostly redeemable. The capital of this 
6 per cent. debt is 1,866,000,000 dols, or 387,000,000/ ;_ but 
as Mr Boutwell talks of reducing the interest. on the debt 
operated on to four-and-a-half and even four per cent., he will 
only require to deal with a capital of 250,000,000/. Still 
this is a large sum, quite as much as the largest single sum 
which we have dealt with in our own funding operations. 
But the unusual magnitude of the operation, especially in 
respect of the reduction of interest, should not make the pro- 
posal appear impossible. The sudden contraction of the debt 
was equally without precedent in financial history; American 
finance has been altogether more jerky than we have been ac- 
customed to; it is not unnatural that when improvement 
comes it should be ina sudden and dramatic fashion. The 
debt moreover was in fact contracted under great disadvan- 
tages, and as most of these have passed away quickly, the im- 
provement in America’s position as a debtor is likely to be 
quick too. 


Looking at the proposal on its own merits, it may easily be 
perceived that there is much in favour of Mr Boutwell. 
1. Regarding alone the resources of America, as a competing 
borrower with other nations in the money market of the 
world, there is no country except England which. stands 
better. Wedo not attach much value to general. estimates 
like Mr Boutwell’s—that the property of the country is worth 
fifty thousand million dollars, or 10,400,000,0004, so that the 
debt is comparatively a bagatelle. It needs no argument to 
prove that’ an industrious nation of near forty millions of 
people, without great armies or navies to keep up, with un- 
rivalled soil and climate for the production of raw material, 
and conveniences and skill for many sorts of manufacture, 
should be able to bear most easily a debt of 500,000,000/.. The 
Americans are more tic, and exercise their industry under 
more favourable conditions than the French, whose numbers.are | 
about the same, but who nevertheless—in spite too of bloated 
armaments and an expensive civil staff—get the benefit of 
much lower interest than they do.

THE LATE LORD DERBY AND THE CONSERVATIVE 
PARTY. 

We have not very much respect for the fine-spun theories 
by which some of our contemporaries endeavour to explain the 
ascendancy of the Jate Lord Derby in the Conservative party. 
It seems to us that he ruled by virtue of a very intelligible 
qualification—tbat he was the most Conservative politician 
among politicians competent to rule atall. That he was a 
great Peer is true, but there are Peers who represent the 
aristocratic sentiment quite as fully, and whose families are as 
illustrious in our history, who never obtain any influence at all. 
It is true also that he was rich, but there are richer Peers who 
are nobodies ; and todo Englishmen justice, althcugh they 
make competence a condition of success, and cordially respect 
wealth, they do not regulate their loyalty to a leader by calcu- 
lations as to his income. A little too much is made also of 
the popular regard attracted to Lord Derby by his courage, 
and chivalry, jand interest in the turf, and splendid classical 
scholarship, His scholarship has been rather against Mr 
Gladstone. We doubt if Lord Derby ever was a very popular 
pereonage, in the usual sense of those words,—in the 
sense, for example, in which they are often applied to 
describe Lord Palmerston’s hold upon the country. The 
mob out of Liverpool knew very little about him. 
He ruled the Lords, and he led his party, but he never 
acquired a personal following as Sir Robert Peel did, and 
never gained—as really popular statesmen do—a genuine 
appreciation from the other side, while the regret for his 
death has, out of Lancashire, nothing of a national character 
about it. His leadership was due, we conceive, mainly to 
this—that on all the points for which Oonservatives sincerely 

care he was genuinely Conservative, while most persons of 

his Parliamentary rank, eloquence, and capacity of deciding 

in emergencies are not. Conservatives desire mainly four 

things—that the social system should not be materially 

changed, but remain based on a code favourable to aristo- 

cracy; that the Established Church should retain a definite 

and legal pre-eminence among the churches of the land; 

that land should be made of all kinds of property the 
safest and most dignified; and that Liberals should be 
defeated whenever possible and snubbed always; and Lord 





Derby desired all these things as strongly as they did. Much 
| of his character is still obscure—for example, the kind of 
mental fear which influenced him in dealing with the Hyde 
Park riots—and will remain obscure till more of his secret 
history is known; but to doubt that he was sincerely and 
heartily an aristocrat, a friend of the Church, a champion of 
“the land,” and an enemy of the Whigs, is to misread his 
whole career, and these were the things his party expected 
him to be, and reverenced him for being. In trying to secure 
their ends he might err, and very often did err, but he always 
punnied to secure them, and being confident of that, and 
unable to suggest wiser schemes than his own, they followed 
him with persistent devotion. Even in the single case in 
which he seemed to postpone his predilections to a desire for 
power, it is most probable that he was not postpon- 
ing them—that he really imagined, like hundreds of 
abler men, that his Reform Bill would yield a majority 
highly friendly to Conservatism as he understood the 
| word ; and indeed he was notaltogether wrong. The Bill did 
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increase Conservative power in the counties, and in the towns 
which Lord Derby best understood, the towns of Lancashire ; 
and he was only wrong because he judged too much by the 
evidence of his own eyes, and forgot the kingdom he did not 
see. He was a fitting Conservative leader, and on the whole, 


He kept the Upper House very firmly together; he fought 
hopeless battles like Protection very resolutely ; he preserved 
the Irish Church for twenty years after it ought to have 
perished; he organised a “country party;’ and 
he always avoided ruinous collisions with the majority of 
the people. He had, too, one statesmanlike quality, 
very often indeed wanting to men who are conscious that 
their attitude is one of resistance,—he could take a decision 
when it involved immense responsibility.

There is no one now 
who in a grand emergency can walk down to the House of 
Lords and be quite sure that if he likes to run the risk he 
can veto a great Liberal measure; and the disappearance of 
that reserved power, a power which it should be remembered 
he used with almost timid caution, will greatly affect the 
position of the Tories.

| Mr Guapstong has communicated the wise, if tardy, decision 
of the Government not to discharge the principals in the 
| Fenian conspiracy, and remit the remainder of their sentences, 
in two admirable letters,—one of them addressed to the 
Secretary of the Limerick Amnesty meetings, and one to Mr 
| Isaac Butt, who had transmitted a special appeal to the Prime 
| Minister, of which the leading notion was to entreat him to 
| bring to the consideration of the claims of the prisoners “ the 
| “ same strong sense of justice which had induced him to raise 
| “ his voice on behalf of the political prisoners in other lands,” 
| —i.e., of course, Naples. This arguimentum ad hominem of Mr 
| Butt’s was far from successful. Mr Gladstone in fact turns it 
| into an additional support for the policy of the Government in 
declining to release the principals of the Fenian insurrection. 
He remarks that he should be ashamed to be capable of 
greater severity towards his “‘ misguided yet,’’ he hopes, ‘ not 
“ irrecoverable countrymen’ than he had approved towards 
foreigners. Except, however, in the single circumstance that the 
Neapolitan prisoners of 1851 and the Fenian prisoners of 1869 
were alike within prison walls, the two cases had abso- 
lutely no shadow of analogy. His appeal for the Neapo- 
litan prisoners was expressly founded on the fact that 
they “were arrested and imprisoned without due legal pro- 
“ cess ;” that in a vast proportion of cases they were “ not 
_ “ tried at all;” and that “when they were tried they were 
“ tried largely by exceptional not regular tribunals ;”’ and that 
when condemned, “they were condemned not by the free 
“ verdict of a popular body but by sentences of judges de- 
“ pendent on the Government for their bread—on a Govern- 
“ment, moreover, of which the title rested on a flagrant 
“ breach of the most solemn oaths and of the written legal 
“ constitution of the country.” Mr Gladstone has the good 
' taste not to insist on the contrast in all respects presented by 
the case of the Fenian prisoners. Though arrested when the 
| Habeas Corpus Act was suspended in Ireland, yet that Act 
was not suspended without the passage of a special law, in 
which the Irish members themselves almost unanimously con- 
curred ; not a political prisoner is in the Irish prisons who 
was not regularly tried and found guilty by the verdict of an 
Irish jury ; many who were so found guilty by that verdict have 
been already releasedthrough the anxiety of the Government to 
| show the greatest leniency towards men whom they believed 
to be far more misled than misleading; and finally, the 
Government which still holds the remainder in confinement is 
‘not only not an illegal Government, setting Irish liberties and 
| the Irish constitution at defiance, but is a Government spe- 
\cially devoting itself to the tusk of discovering the most 
| popular Irish remedies for Irish grievances which shall not be 
| inconsistent with the true welfare of the Irish nation. Thus, 
| neither legally nor politically, nor even in the vaguest popular 
sense, is there the shadow of a case for saying that the Fenian 
leaders are held in durance in defiance of law, right, or 
popular liberties. 
On the other hand, there is the very strongest case for 
asserting not only that it would be a weak and reckless act 
in the Government to release these men, but that it would be 
| absolutely unsanctioned by any responsible manifestation of 
| public opinion in Ireland. If the Irish members could have 
; been called together to deliberate with full responsibility on 
the wisdom of advising the Crown to take this step, we have 
little doubt,—small as is our reverence for the cumulative 
sagacity and judgment of the present Irish members,—that 
that advice would never have been tendered. Irish members 
,have no doubt spoken,—and some of them very noisily, 
| foolishly, violently, and even wickedly,—in favour of this 
pardon. But we have not the smallest evidence to prove that 
|the majority wish it; and if we had, it is quite one 
|thing to press a policy upon a Government which you 
secretly perhaps hope, and at all events expect, to resist 
| your pressure, and quite another to recommend that policy 
|im a manner which makes you and not the Government 
constitutionally responsible for its adoption. And the Irish 
agitators might see, if they would see anything that the crowd 
\does not wish to see, that. they have furnished throughout 
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as well before the answer of the Government as since the 
answer was received, the most ample justification of its tenor 
—justification so ample that we sincerely doubt whether the 
ministry which had conceded these hectoring and rude de. 
mands could have counted in any case on standing at all 
after the next meeting of Parliament. Weare sure that it 
could not have stood had the release of the Fenians led in the 
meantime to fresh outbreaks. And of this at least we are cor. 
tain, beyond all doubt, that a Ministry which had thus yielded 
to the undisguised dictation of an avowedly pro-Fenian party 
in Ireland would have had simply no chance at all of i 
the land question on any broad and popular principle. They 
would have exhausted all, if not more than all, the force of 
English sympathy with Ireiand in obtaining pardon for an act 
of such undignified folly. 


For if we take some of the most moderate of the spokes. 
men of the amnesty meetings,—say Father O’Dwyer at 
Limerick, and Mr Isaac Butt himself at Dublin,—ag our 
authorities as to the state of Irish feeling on this subject, 
what do their own words show? They show that the 
agitators regarded the Fenian convicts as absolutely 
innocent men ; that they demanded their release on that 
ground; that they made that release the condition sine qua 
non of any pretence of loyalty to the existing Government on 
their own parts ; and that when the release was refused they 
considered themselves at liberty to threaten a formidable re. 
sistance to the Government on the first convenient opportunity,

the reply of Mr Gladstone, and by Mr Buti himself after 
it, amounted together to a formal claim of the right of 
rebellion, a formal threat that it would be exercised in case 
the request coupled with it were refused, and would only be 
waived, if waived at all, on condition of the request bei 

granted, and a formal notice given, since the refusal, that 
the agitators consider themselves absolved from ull loyalty to 
the Government, and will take the first seasonable opportunity 
which seezas fitting to them of showing their open hostility to 
it. Now what did Father O’Dwyer say at Limerick only last 
week, before the publication of Mr Gladstone’s reply ? He said, 
first, that the Fenian prisoners, whatever their offence 
against the Government, had “never been traitors to Ireland,” 
which means, of course, that loyalty to Ireland is at least con- 
sistent with, if not demonstrated by, rebellion. He said that 
if the amnesty were not granted, ‘‘no laws and no measures 
“ would prevent the Irish people turning their backs on England, 
“and, if they must, submitting sullenly to their fate; but if 
“ not, hoping for national regeneration and looking elsewhere 
“ for redress,’—a menace pronounced amidst enthusiastic 
cheers. And after Mr Gladstone’s’ letter what does Mr 
Isaac Butt, Queen’s Counsel (a title he should entreat his 
audience to forget), say? He said, of course by way of intro- 
ducing a threat of military insurrection, that ‘“ he would not 
“ make any military allusion ; but if the Guards at Waterloo 
“ had not waited for the cry, ‘Up Guards and at them,’ had 
“ not lain calmly while shot and shell flew over them, Napo- 
“leon might have been the victor......... It was an 
“honour to a civilised nation to love one’s country, but in 
“Ireland it was sedition. ‘It was treason to love her and 
«« ¢ death to defend.’ But there was a crime above treason 
“and a fate worse than death before the man who walked 
“through his bleeding country and raised not an arm 
“to save her.” Now, if these passages do not assert that 
treason had been no crime hitherto, and that it would 
be a virtue in future if the Government did not release 
the Fenians, that loyalty to the Government had hitherto been 
totally inconsistent with loyalty to Ireland, and could only 
cease to be so (and that not certainly) on condition of the dis- 
charge of the former conspirators ; and then again afterwards, 
on the rejection of the prayer by the Government, that loyalty 
to the Government had again become disloyalty to Ireland, we 
do not know how those propositions could be affirmed at all. 
And what would be fairly said of a Government which pro- 
posed with its eyes open to discharge men proud of their 
rebellion among a large number of supporters who were equally 
proud of it, on a threat that if they were kept in prison t 

first opportunity of using force successfully would be seized ? 
It would be most justly said that such a Government had ‘ 
to be a Government—that it had committed suicide; that it 
had ceased to believe in itself, had lost all faith in its owm 
authority and responsibility, and had therefore achieved its 
own destruction. If aman shows you a train of gunpowder 
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® | yhich he has laid under your house and declares that wndess 
| yon give him a lighted match he will seize the earliest oppor- 
Ieeity of firing it, no man who did not desire his own destruc- 
fon-would calmly hand him the lighted match he had 
"| requested. Yet this is precisely what the Irish agitators 
| demanded of the Government. “Sée,’ they said in 
“how we admire rebellion,—remember that if you 
don’t do what we wish, we are all ready for it; you can only 
«gave yourselves by one course, and that is by giving us back 
“the most able and active of the former rebel leaders at once, 
#We thoroughly admire what they did. We say nothing as 
#to what they may stilldc. If you do give us them back we 
“make no promises. If you don’t we promise undying hos- 
“tility, Now give them up to us.” And then, when refused, 
ii they break out with—‘‘ Now you have made us as rebellious 
any one in prison,—we bide our time.” Well, under 
| these circumstances, we submit that the Government were 
I ight in letting them bide their time. Had they done other- 
ii wise it. seems very doubtful whether the Government itself 
| would have been able to bide its time, or would have had any 
iitime to bide. Certainly, for a Government that was the 
|| mere creature of such agitators to have passed great reforms 
of the Irish land-law in the British Parliament would have 
been as impossible a feat as for a bankrupt with the sheriff’s 
officers in his house to get put on the Board of Direction of 
the Bank of England.

BUSINESS NOTES. 

In appearance the charge brought by the liquidators of the 
Imperial Land Company of Marseilles against some persons 
unnamed connected with its formation excites a suspicion of 
one of the most serious scandals in the history of joint stock 
enterprise. It is nothing less than an imputation that the 
Company was induced to pay to certain parties 1,109,000/ for 
the purchase of property, of which only 344,000/ went into 
the pockets of the real sellers. The difference, 764,000/, is 
certainly an enormous sum to have been swallowed up in 
commissions, and although the transaction may turn out to 
be en régle, the shareholders being legally bound by an im- 
provident contract, it may be hoped that the subject will 
receive investigation. 
be that the liqnidators were guilty of no breach of duty in 
raising the claim. The public experience of liquidators has 
rather been that they are too slack on such points. The cen- 
sure of them therefore at a shareholders’ meeting yesterday, 
and the adoption of a resolution to apply to the Vice-Chancellor 
for their removal, ought not to prejudice them: In any case, 
in the discussion upon the application the liquidators will be 
able to state the grounds of their opinion, though a direct

capitalist, since it depends mainly upon them whether the 
contracts will be profitable or not. That is of course impos- 
sible, though the same result is sometimes attainable by means 
of co-operation ; but there are certainly few greater dangers to 
business than the exercise of the power of strike by bodies of 
workmen who have a power disproportionate to their know- 
ledge. It seems almost inevitable that they will make bad 
dealers with customers, and so render business impossible. 
The experience of the London shipbuilders may unfortunately 
prove to have many parallels before the working of the Unions 
is modified. 


The Friend of India publishes some interesting statistics of 
the progress of the foreign trade of India, which , after 
mounting up to a total sum of 123,873,000/ for the year 
ending 31st March, 1866, under the influence of the inflated 
price of cotton, fell the year after to 95,440,000/, but is now 
once more in the ascending scale. The comparison between

At the rate of progress lately shown by India, it is very pro- 
bable that her foreign commerce in another decade or two 
may rank second in amount to that of England alone. 


We notice a significant sign of the extent to which joint 
stock enterprise in America is endangered by “ conspiracies ” 
in an advertisement of the “New York and Oswego Midland 
“ Railroad.” To holders of the first mortgage bonds it is 
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stated that “by express provision of law” the towns and 
cities which had subscribed for a majority of the capital 
‘can never dispose of it, whatever the market price may be; 
“ without the consent of a majority of the tax-payers in the 
“ respective towns and cities.” This is considered equivalent 
to a perpetual prohibition of sale, giving the control of the 
line to the farmers and business men who of all others arg 
most interested in its success ; so that the bondholders arg 
assured against the intrigues and combinations of speculators, 
The plan is very ingenious, though it is perhaps a matter 
for some surprise that the American community is so slow in 
finding means to prevent in any case the wholesale and 
plunder which has been practised. The “ farmers and busi- 
“ness men,” though they may save themselves from a worse 
evil by taking steps to prevent the saleability of their railway 
stock, are in reality injured by not being able to invite the 
freest competition of capital. They may keep invested in the 
railway what they could more advantageously employ else. 
where, although all the while plenty of other capital may be 
in the market seeking investment. 


The prosecution of Charles Webb and George Webb, for 
conspiring to defraud by means of a sham “Plate Glass 
“ Insurance Company,” is yet wnother illustration of the ex 
treme credulity of the public. One would think thatin 


insurance matters, above all things, the people who were 
“buying insurance,” as they necessarily gave long credit, 
would look closely to the character and solvency of the parties 
with whom they dealt ; but because the prisoners had a room 
in Cornhill, and called themselves an insurance company, they | 
| 


seemed to have had little difficulty in inducing people to buy 
from them, just as if they kept a shop and handed the articles 
paid for over the counter. It may be surmised what business 
they did when it is stated that more than 100 people had 
called, after they had been obliged to abandon the room 
for non-payment of rent, to obtain compensation for|| 
broken glass, The peculiarity is that but for the gratuitous. |; 
ness with which the prisoners spoke of being connected with 
non-existent companies the swindle might have succeeded 
within the limits of the law. A gang might easily enough 
form a company, and as the liabilities are postponed and con- 
tingent, there would be nothing to hinder them from receiving 
and spending all the money which a credulous public were 
willing to pay them. When claims came in, it would be 
easy enough to dissolve in a regular manner. The conduct of | 
the prisoners did not differ morally from that of some com- 
panies which still hold up their heads, and whose directors 
have received premiums, but have wilfully appropriated them 
in a way which prevents the fulfilment of their contracts. 

The extension of railways cannot be said to have come to 
end among us yet, notwithstanding the check caused by the 
panic of 1866. There are no less than three projects fostered || 
by great companies brovght to public notice this week, and 
none of them are illegitimate, as they are the most promising 
relics of the crash of 1866 or manifest improvements in de- 
tail on the existing systems. One is a short extension of the 
London and North-Western line near Chester, to enable that 
Company to use the new Ruacorn route for direct communi 
cation between Liverpool and Holyhead, avoiding the crossing 
of the Mersey by ferry at Birkenhead. This branch is autho- 
rised and will be completed shortly. The second is a project, 
or rather set of projects, for a tunnel under the Severn—one 
to save 14 miles between South Wales and London and to 
cost 300,000/; another to save 17 miles and cost 730,000; 
and a third to save 25 miles and cost 1,400,000. A. third 
scheme mentioned is the extension of the South-Hastera 
Greenwich line to Woolwich, for which the Company pte 
poses to use the money receivable from the Government for 
telegraphs, so that the present board may still keep their pro 
mise to avoid expenditure on extensions until the shareholders 
receive 5 percent. These are all very different from the gigantic 
proposals floated before 1866, and they are also 
with more moderation; and for extension of this sort there 
must still be a good deal of room. The iron trade appear to 
be pretty confident of a busy winter for rails, and the expe 
tations are founded partly on the prospects at home, both for 
renewals and new railways, as well as on the foreign d 


We noticed a few weeks ago that one Insurance com) 
pany had begun to advertise all its figures—the | 
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of insurances, annual income, and a detailed statement of the 
ulated funds; and several companies we observe have 
followed the. example, Improving on this, some com- 
ies have sent circulars to their policy-holders and 
members containing these particulars, and other informa- 
tion, This is the very least insurance companies ought 
to do in the present state of the public mind, and we 
would even recommend a special reference to some eminent 
getuaries, with instructions to make the fullest investigation. 
More than this, looking to the differences of opinion among 
actuaries as to the method of investigation, they should be 
aired to explain the prineiples they act upon, and say 
whether these are the ordinary principles or departures from 
them. This would be the next best to compulsory Govern- 
ment inspection, and would even be as good if tke practice 
became general, so that companies which avoided special in- 
vestigations would become unable to do business. 


By a misprint in the letter of Mr Wm. Fowler last week, 
the word “ enhance ” was printed “ balance,” so as to destroy 
the sense of the opening sentence of the second paragraph. 
Mr Fowler was speaking of the objection made to a Mint 

that it enhances the value of the coin and so injures 
debtors who have to pay in that coin. His point with refer- 
ence to this objection was that the British Mint is not, as is 
commonly supposed, “free,” but that, owing to delays and 
defects of management, it costs more to coin here than in 
France where a formal mintage is charged. He therefore 
suggested that we could so reform our Mint as to coin for a 
charge by way of mintage not exceeding the present cost of 
coinage, seeing that the French can coin for even less, and 
that the “value” of the coin would not be thereby affected, 
as the charge would be in amount a like charge to that now 
incurred.

RAILWAY COMPANIES. 


Great Western of Canada,—At the meeting the 3 per cent. per 
annum dividend was declared, and the amendment proposed by 
Mr Head, a director, was lost. 

North-Eastern.—An extraordinary meeting will be held at 
York on the 12th November, ‘to consider the subject of the 
consolidation of the ordinary stocks of the various sections of 
the company, and to determine whether any and what applica- 
tion shall be made to Parliament to effect that object; also to 
consider the propriety of, and, if thought fit, to authorise, an ap- 

lication to Parliament for power to construct a railway between 
awes and Leyburn, in lieu of the authorised Hawes and 
Melmerby Railway proposed to be abandoned.” 

Smyrna and Cassaba.—The report states that the net balance 
standing to credit of profit and loss account is 13,2631, out of which 
a dividend at the rate of 7 per cent. per annum on the preference 
shares, and 2} per cent. on the ordinary capital (the latter 
subject to the receipt of the amount due from the Government), 
is recommended, leaving a balance of 23/ to be carried forward. 
The direetors acknowledge the liberality of the Ottoman 
Government in acceding to an application for modifying the 
terms of the concession, which now requires no ro-payment of 
advances until the net earnings of the line exceed 7 per cent., 
instead of 5 per cent., as was originally fixed.

Protectionists. This great town, which took the lead in obtain. } 
ing commercial reforme, is determined to maintain them. A fey 
days ago seventy of the greate-t houses sent to the Chamber of} 
Commerce an address ‘‘ calling its attention to the Prohibitionist |) 
agitation of some of the Northern departments to obtain the de. 
nunciation of the treaty of commerce: with England,” and saying: | 
—‘ The benefits of the treaties of commerce for general interests, 
and for those of our province in particular, are too well known to. 
be recapitulated. We, in consequence, solicit the Chamberof 
Commerce of Bordeaux to take the initiative of a free-trade 
movement, and to organise a committee to be the ceatre of other 
committees to be formed under its direction in the departments in. 
terested.” The President of the Chamber immediately replied that 
in the next weekly meeting of the Chamber he would bring:before. 
it the address, end he said:—* I have no need to remmd 
gentlemen, that the Chamber of Commerce of Bordeaux has com: 
stantly and for wany years past zealously defended the principles 
of commercial liberty. Long before the agitation which has been 
commenced iu the manufacturing towns of the North we, in 1868, 
and at the beginning of 1869, transmitted to the Minister of Com. 
merce long observations in favour of the mainteuance of thet 
of commerce concluded in 1860 with England. ‘he Chamber will 
continue to defend firmly the interests of the Gironde, whieh it:be- 
lieves to be the same as those of the country.” Without waiti 
for the assembling of the Chamber, some of the gentlemen 
belonging tothe old Free Trade Association called a meeting at the 
Bourse on Tuesday last. Although hastily summoned, it was 
composed of 300 persons, and M. Duvergier, who in 1845 pre« 
sided over free-trade meetings, was voted to the chair. I¢ was 
resolved to form a committee charged to get up ag-tation not 
only in the town but io the country in defenee-of the i 
treaties ; and in order to invest this committee with authority, it 
was determined th:t it should be elected in a larger meeting to ‘be 
collected on a future day. In presence of this energetic attitade 
of Bordeaux, it is probable that all the commercial seaports and’ 
all the wime-producing districts which are equally iaterestedia 
the commercia| reforms will move in support of them, It is 
bable also that Lyons, the second city of the Empire, which has 
profited immensely by them, wiil do the same. 


On this point the Protectionist gentry are still very active: 
They are to hold to-morrow another great meeting at Rouen, and 
they have arranged that workiog men shall figure at it. At Lille 
they intend to have a new gathering. At Amiens they have made 
M. Ozenne, of the Mioistry of Commerce, listen to their 
grievances. The relation of thse grievances was very weati- 
some.

COMMERCIAL AND MISCELLANEOUS NEWS. 


At the usual meeting of wool importers, it was resolved that the 
fourth and closing series of public sales should commence on the 11th 
November. The arrivals to the present date comprise 77,148 bales, 


) making, with the quantity held over from last series a total of 107,148 


bales. It was also agreed that in future there should be five series, 
instead of four as at present, in each year. 

During the week ended Oct. 27, the imports of the precious metals 
were ;—Gold, 252,907/; silver, 18,1334 The exports were:—Gold, 
229,156/; silver, 165,134/ 

The produce of the tin mines and streams of Cornwall and Devon- 
shire in. the year 1868, according to returns obtained from tho smelters, 
was 13,953 tons of tin ore (black tin), of the value of 770,205/, an in- 
crease of 304 tons over the quantity in 1867; and the quantity of 
metallic tin (white tin) obtained was 9,300 tons, of the value of 901,400/, 
an increase of 600 tons over the quantity in 1867. The average price 
of tin ore in 1868, as deduced from all the sales, was 55/ 48 per ton. 
This is considerably lower than the average for the ten years 1856-65, 
but higher than the average prices of the years 1866 and 1867, which 
were 48/ 10s 9d and 50/ 18s respectively. The mean price of metallic 
tin in the London market in 1868 was 98/ per ton for English blocks, 
95/ 18s 4d for Banca, 93/ 16s for Straits; all of them materially higher 
prices than in 1867. Dues were paid to the-Stannary Court in 1866 on 
11,584 tons of tin ore—viz., in Cornwall, on 2,276 tons from mines in 
the Western district, on 7,820 tons in the West Central district, ou 780 
tons in the East Central district, on 453 tons in the Hastern district,” 
and on 201 tons from sundry mines selling ore in the stone; and, in 
Devonshire, on 54 tons. The total is above that of 1867, but below 
that of any of the five year: preceding 1867. The Dolcoath mine, in 
the West Central district of Cornwall, continues at the head of the 
returns, showing in 1868 a production of 984 tons of tin ore, of the value 
of 55,8472. 

Three schemes are now before the public for tunnels under the 
Severn, with a view of reducing the distance by railway from the South 
Wales coalfield to London and the South of England. Mr Richardson, 
C.E., proposes a tunnel under the river at New Passage, to connect the 
Bristol and South Wales Union line with the South Wales section of 
the Great Western, and thus avoid the present ferry. The estimated 
cost is 739,000/. One advantage claimed for this scheme is that no 
new railways will be required, except, perhaps, abouf a mile on each 
side of the river to give a gradual fall to. the tunnel. The Stroud 
Valley incline will be avoided by adopting this route, and the saving in 
distance from South Wales to London will be 14 miles, and to the South 
and West of England about 50 miles. The second project is by Mr 
Fulton for a tunnel near Chepstow and a railway to Wootton Bassett, 
the entire cost being estimated at 1,400,000/, and from the traffic anti- 
cipated a dividend of 9 percent. is calculated upon; 25 miles is the 
estimated saving in distance to London by this route. A third scheme 
has just been proposed by Mr Bassett, in conjunction with Mr Aber- 
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nethy. They a tunnel under the Severn, about a mile and a 
quarter above Lydney, and the line is to join the Midland near Berkeley 
road and the Great Western near Stonehouse. The distance from 
South Wales to London by this route will be shortened 17} miles, 
and the estimated cost is only 300,000/. It is of considerable import- 
ance to the coal consumers of the metropolis, as well as the West and 
South of England, that some plan for a more direct communication with 
South Wales should be carried out.

Exeuish Government Stocxs.—The English ‘fands were

times in the stock markets operators must make the most out 
of such incidents, or business would come almost to a stand.

¢ ution of that enthusiasm which was in old times kindled

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disturbance, has caused the serious apprehension which for- 
merly produced so unfavourable an impression upon foreign 
bourses to be replaced in some quarters by more or leas: of 
curiosity, The change is ascribed for the most part'to the 
fact that the French people have now more to lose by setting 
the law at defiance. The development of the railway system 
has, as in so many other countries, improved the means of 
all classes; and when people have something to lose, 
and have had the opportunity and experienced the 
real difficulties of- getting it honestly, it is astonish- 
ing with what rapidity they learn to respect the pro- 
perty of others. Notwithstanding operations having therefore 
being somewhat restricted, attention has not flagged in respect 
of those stocks presenting the nearest benefit to the purchaser. 
Prominent among these may be mentioned Peruvian 5 per 
Cents. of 1865, which have steadily advanced, closing at 
824 to 3, which makes a rise of 24 since last week. The 
rather alarming news from Peru with reference to expected 
earthquakes by the last West India mail has had an unfavour- 
able effect upon the price of the bonds, which would no doubt 
have been higher on the late powerful buying had it not been 
for this circumstance. 


The Turkish Government, it is believed, after having gone 
the round of the European markets with the long-talked-of 
new loan, has been compelled:to return to the starting point, 
which rumour says is the Imperial Ottoman Bank. Some 
persons directly interested in the welfare of that institution 
are understood to be against undertaking the loan, and this 
will not occasion any surprise; on the contrary, even 
allowing the fall weight of all that can be said in favour 
of the Turkish Government it is rather surprising that any 
combination, however powerful, is willing to rum so great a 
risk, considering the terribly clamsy way in which all the 
financial operations of the Porte are managed. Turkish 
stocks, after showing firmness during the week, close at an 
advance. The 1858 Loan is 1 per cent. better, that of 1862 
also 1 per cent. better, while the 1865 is } higher. 


As regards Spain it is stated on good authority that the 
Government contemplate the imposition of either a 20 or 25 
per cent. income tax upon the public debt, and by this means 
they hope to reduce the amount which it is necessary they 
should obtain to pay the half-yearly dividend to about 
2,000,000/, the amount required for this purpose having 
been hitherto about 2,700,0002.

The annexed is dated New York, October 15:—The more 
conservative posi'ion of the banks has hed its effect this week in 
a continued ease in the market, and the rate on call loans hag 
ruled at 5 to 7 per cent. With respect to Wall street loans, there 
isa steady but slow recovery of confidence. The banks are aware 
of cases of difficulty growing out of the recent panic in gold and 
stocks which do not appear on the surface, and there are firms 
whose ultimate suspension is apprehended, which induces a con- 
tinued caution re-pecting stock loans. In the discount market 
there is a firmness of rates which appears inconsistent with the 
low rates paid on call loans. This may be accounted for from the 
fact that the late difficulty in borrowing on paper has caused a 
heavy accumulation upon the market, placing rates under the 
control of buyers. Prime names range et 10 to 12 per cent. The 
dry goods’ market has been quite irregular since our last re port, 
and, upon the whole, rather weak. At that time standard sheet- 
ings had just been marked down lc per yard; in jobbers’ hands, 
however, there has been a further reduction of $c. This bas been 
brought about by the further reduction in cotton, by a falling off 
in demand naturally occurring on a declining market, and has 
been hastened by a competition among jobbers.

SHeFrreitp.—The American difficulty, which has bad a serious 
effect upon the steel trade here, has been partially settled by the 
American Secretary having intimated that Sheffield merchants 
and manufacturers might continue their trade with the United 
States by paying the extra duty demanded, on the understending 
that the exeess should be returned in case the decision in the 
Supreme Court shou'd be in their favour. There isa greater 
demand for cutlery, files, and other goods for the Uni'ed States, 
and fair orders are to hand for files for the South American 
markets. 

WotverHAmpTon.—The demand for coal in this district is 
steadily improving both in the household and manufacturing de- 
partments. There is also somewhat more buoyancy in the iron 
trade, the improvement being chiefly perceptible ia the finished 
branches. The hardware trades are less active in the colonial 
branches, but generally the work-people have steady emplorment. 

Newcastie-on-Tynx.—In chemicals a moderate trade has 
been doing during the past week, and prices are withont altera- 
tion. For present delivery our makers prefer to curtail their pro- 
duction as much as posible rather than make sales at present 
unremunerative rates. For forward delivery very Jit:le business 
has been done, as buyers do not show a disposition to pay the 
advanced prices asked. 

Dunpez.—The flax market is without change; occasional 
transactions take place in the better descriptions of flax on the 
spot, at about previous prices; but in some cases the 'endency is 
still in favour of buyers, who continue to limit their op«rations to 
the supply of their immediate wants, in the expectation of getting 
better quality of material when the new flax comes forward. In 
tows there has been little doing; fine qualities continue to be held 
at about former prices, bnt hoiders would probably submit to a 
slight reduction were buyers to come forward. Jute continues 
without change; consumers still hold off the market, in hope of 
easier prices in consequence of the liberal shipments. The yarn 
market continues exceedingly dull, and prices, both of flix and 
tow yarns, ere somewhat irreguler; and the unsatisfactry posi- 
tion of this branch of our trade is likely to be aggravated by the 
comparatively jow price of flax goods, causing increased produc- 
tion. The demand for linens contioues weak, and manuf.cturera 
find it difficult to get a sufficiency of orders at remunerative prices. 
Jute goods are still in extensive demand.

AMERICAN GRAIN AND FLOUR MARKETS 

New York, Oct. 18.—The market fur breadstuffs the past week 
opened drooping, but latterly has had an improving tendency, 
owing mainly to reduced supplies, the result of an interruption to 
canal navigation, to which were added to-day a slight improve- 
ment in advices from Europe. The flour murket opened some- 
what irregular. Unsound and irregular parcels were pressed for 
sale, and occasionally a line of the higher grades was offered at 
the bid price for prompt cash, ‘There have been buyers however 
who were ready to twke all these lots, and with an improving de- 
mand for Great Britain, the provinces, and the West Indies, prices 
bave improved in the past two or three days 15c to 25c per bbl on 
the low grades, under $6.25 per bbl, while the medium and better 
grades have shown more steadiness. ‘I'he receipts of flour the 
past week, as well as the previous week, were smaller than for the 
corresponding week of 1868, and the supply of good lines of flour 
bas seldom been smaller in this market in this season than now. 
The increased facilities of transportation by rail obviate however 
the necessity of any large accumulation. Wheat has materially 
advanced. The interruption of supplies has reduced buyers to 
store parcels, and led to a decline ot 3d in ocean freights. This 
has enabled buyers to pay an advance. The breaks in the Erie 
Canal promise to be repaired early in the coming week, but at eo 
late a period in the season that very few, if any, of the boats can 
make another trip this season. This renders it tolerab!y certain 
that we shall arrive at the close of navigation with a much smaller 
stock of wheat than was anticipated, and we shall probably be 
forced to bring forward supplies by rail. At to-day’s market an 
advance in Liverpool caused av advanee of 3c, with a brisk basi- 
ness in amber Ohio winter at $1.50 to $1.52, with old No. 2

STATE OF THE CORN TRADE DURING THE WEEE. 
Maex Laws, Fatpay Evenrne. 
The wheat trade has shown considerable firmness during the 
past week, although the full advance which we noticed last week 
has scarcely been maintained. ‘The quality of the produce now 
coming forward varies very considerably, and on the whole does 
not improve. Very little old wheat now remains on hand, and 
the small quantity in stock is eagerly sought after. The demand 
for new wheat has been far from active, and, although steady 
prices have been realised, the transactions have been limited in 
extent. The imports of foreign produce have been heavy, and 
considerably in excess of last year, but it must be borne in mind

Oats have further 
recovered a trifle, and maize bas changed hands to a fair extent 
on former terms. The quantity of the latter article now reported 
on passage is much less than last year. Flour has ruled without 
veriation in price, but both country and foreign descriptions have 
sold more freely. 


Mr George Dornbush thus reports the state of the floating 
grain and seed trade:—During the last se’nnight only 10 grain 
and seed-laden vessels have been reported arrived at ports-of-call, 
viz., 9 wheat, 1 rye.
